Christ, or* that service cannot 
be 
Christian service. 
The evangelist 
made a difference between religion 
and Christianity. He says th© Jews 
now are religious and engage in re­ 
ligious services, but their service is 
not Christian and that since there 
is no way to the Father but 
by 
Christ, it follows that this people 
never has the approval of God on 
their service. So, said the speaker, 
it is with any service— it may be 
religious service, but it never can 
be Christian service unless Christ 
ordained that service, and that no 
service is acceptable to Jehovah to­ 
day 
but 
Christian 
service. 
The 
preacher quoted with emphasis the 
following passage: 
"A prophet shall the Lord God 
raise up unto you from among you 
brethren, like unto me; to him shall 
ye hearken in all things whatso­ 
ever he shall speak unto you. And 
it shall be, that every soul that 
shall not hearken to that prohpet 
shall 
be 
utterly 
destroyed 
from 
among the people." 
According to all revelations on 
the m atter, Mr. Armstrong stressed 
the fact that every soul that fails, 
that refuses, to hear Christ will be 
destroyed.
